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SCHOOL REPORT. 


Our schools have without exception been successful the past 


year. By successful we do not, of course, mean perfect. With 


perfect teachers, perfect scholars and perfect parents, perfect 
schools might be possible. Neither of these parties being per- 
fect, it is hardly to be expected that the schools will be so. 
The teachers have all done well. 

Miss Woods has continued her excellent work in the primary 
school. Miss Crosby has proved herself a competent gram- 
mar-school teacher. Miss Downes and Miss Wason have taught 
profitable schools in the north part of the town. 

The scholars have for the most part shown a good degree of 
interest, and made correspondingly good progress. The aver- 
age daily attendance, however, has not been so large as it ought 
to have been, especially in the primary school. Doubtless this 
has been largely due to sickness, severe cold, and those casual- 
ties to which small children are peculiarly liable. But in some 
instances, it would seem to indicate a lack of interest on the 
part of parents, in securing the prompt and regular attendance 
of their children. Parents need not wonder that their children 
make little progress when their attendance is so irregular. The 
loss of a day is sometimes almost an irreparable loss: as when, 
for example, a child is at a critical point in Arithmetic. A 
child might almost as well not go to school at all, as to go off 
nad on, here a day and there a day, at pleasure. We have a 
compulsory school law in New Hampshire, and an excellent 
liw itis. It provides for the appointment of a truant ofticer, 
to secure the prompt and regular attendance of the scholars. 
\Ve have no such officer in this town, and it may not be best to 
«ppoint one, for we Americans do not like any interference 
vith the management of our own children. We ought, then, 
to show that we need none, hy attending faithfully to these 
matters ourselves. 
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Forty-six visits to the schools have been made this year by 
those having children in them. ‘These visits have been made 
by twenty-five different parents, some of whom have visited the 
schools several times, and deserve much credit for the interest 
they have manifested. Still, it would seem that such an inter- 
est is no more than every parent ought to feel. It is greatly to 
be wished that parents would visit the schools more. ‘Teachers 
would thereby be encouraged, scholars aroused, and the schools 
greatly benefitted. We do not remember to have heard any 
complaints concerning the schools by those parents who have 
visited them. If all parents would visit the schools before en- 
tering complaints against them, there would be far less grum- 
bling. 

We have not found it necessary to make much change in 
text-books this year. The old arithmetics have been exchang- 
ed for new ones. As the exchange was even, the scholars ob- 
tained not only a better text-book, but a new book in place of 
an old one. <A new text-book, First Steps in Scientific Knowl- 
edge, has been introduced with a view to giving scholars some 
interesting and practical knowledge of the world in which they 
live. 

Progress has been made in classifying scholars, and system- 
atizing their studies. After some years’ acquaintance with the 
schools, we have been able to arrange a course of study. We 
hope this may prove of much practical benefit. To attempt to 
run schools without some such course of study is like attempting 
to navigate the ocean without a chart. The scholars’ course is 
likely to be aimless and uncertain; and when a change in 
teachers occurs, the bearings are apt to be entirely lost. We 
hope the course of study may obviate these dangers, at least in 
part. Doubtless further experience will suggest improvements 
init. It is not intended to be like the laws of the Medes and 
Persians, unchangeable. It should be regarded as a guide to 
the teacher and scholar, rather than as a cast-iron rule. Mueh 
must still be left to the discretion of the teacher. It is as fol- 
lows :
